Wouldn't it be nice to fly all over the country, picking out the plants you want, 
when they are in bloom? But how many Orchidists can do that? Even the few who 
can, are apt to miss many a good buy because its flowering date does not happen 
to coincide with the date of their visit. 


Others try to buy only hybrid names they recognize -- those names having had a lot 
of publicity and ballyhoo. Thus they usually find they must pay higher than aver- 
age prices because the most publicized names are in scarce supply. Plants of 
equal or superior quality are completely overlooked just because the buyer doesn't 
happen to recognize the names attached to them. 


One of my problems in listing mature hybrids for sale is to make sure I have plenty 
of plants of each hybrid offered. The moment I include a hybrid of which there are 
only fifteen or twenty plants available, THAT'S the one that will appeal to more 
customers than any other and I'll receive fifty or more orders for it? Then I must 
disappoint the late-ordering folks, or strive to sell them another hybrid, "Just as 
good or better". 


More often than not -- to help offset the customer's disappointment when he finds 
he can't buy his first choice -- I offer him a substitute plant that I know he'll 
like even better, when he sees it in flower! He may nat recognize (nor even be 
able to pronounce) the hybrid name -- but he will recognize the beauty of the 
flowers it produces. 


As a result of this, I now have a group of customers who make a habit of letting me 
choose their plants for them in the first place. "I do so much better when you 
choose for me", writes one. Or, "I'm desperately in need of a nice plant for a 
gift. Surprise me again", writes another. 


Every year at inventory time, I find myself amazed at the quantities of fine hybrids 
I've never offered for sale. Why? 1. Their names wouldn't help me sell them if I 
dpe 1ist them. 2.) | have too few of any given hybrid to issue a general listing. 


Among the group there are White, White-Colored-Lip and all shades of lavender and 
purple. In many instances there are only two or three plants of the hybrid avail-

Every time I compile a seedling offer, I find myself regretting that I must omit some

HIDESABURO TAKAFUJI in preference to LC PAMELA ROGERS?" 


"In choosing between two fine whites with Bow Bells parentage, would I select 

C. GENERAL PATTON or C. STORYLAND?" No matter how much you may have admired the 
general, I doubt if you automatically connect his name with a dainty, pure white 
Elowex. 


Neither of the unsuitable names used as illustrations are on this list of "SURPRISE 
ME" seedlings. 


In fact, the majority of these hybrids have not yet been registered. The name tags 
will carry the names of both parents, with the usual "X" between them. If you are the 
first to bloom yours, maybe you will have the privilege of naming it’ Write and ask 


me about this when the seedling produces its first flowers.
